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THE YEAR IN REVIEW. 


177 pupils were graduated from the Grammar Schools in Feb- 
ruary and 177 in June. Of the number graduated in February 70 
per cent. entered the High School; of the number graduated in June 
56 per cent. entered the High School. 


There were graduated from the Academic Department of the 
High School in February 14 pupils. Of this number 6 entered 
college; 5 State Normal Schools. 


All the pupils who left the High School at the completion of 
their second year in the Commercial Department have secured com- 
mercial positions. There were graduated from the Academic De- 
partment of the High School in June 17 pupils. Of this number 16 


have signified their intentions of entering college or the State Normal 


School. 


The number registered in all the day schools during the year was 
10,753, an increase over the preceding year of 272. The number 
of pupils registered in the High School was an increase of 65 over 
the year 1913. The number of pupils registered in the Kindergarten 
was 820. Medical inspection has been in operation for five years 
-and during the past year 9,919 different pupils were examined; 
639 children were excluded and recommended to parents for treat- 
ment. A School Nurse has been in the employ of the Board for 
the past two years, and during the past year 517 cases were referred 
to her for investigation. During the past two years and six months 
a Dentist has been in the employ of the Board, and 1,215 pupils 
have been treated during the past year. A Clinic has been in 
operation in the High School and for the year and seven months 


2,347 cases have been treated.

ELEMENTARY EVENING SCHOOL. 
The elementary evening school was maintained for sixty-four 
nights. It is divided into two departments—the English Department 
and the department for Foreign-Born Residents. 


THE ENGLISH DEPARTMENT. 
The question of conducting a full-fledged evening school for 
a period of sixty-four nights is a serious problem and one that does 


not admit of an easy solution. The attendance is largely made up 
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of boys and girls, who for one reason or another, were obliged 
to leave the day school in order to go to work to earn a livelihood. 
The majority of these pupils are obliged to work in the factories or 
stores during the day, and, in consequence thereof, come into the 
evening school tired out in body and brain. Under such physical dif- 
ficulties, the work is a great mental strain and it requires the most ef- 
ficient and painstaking teachers to keep up the attendance and in- 
terest. Every teacher is not fitted for night school work. The suc- 
cess of the school depends, in a large measure, upon the teachers 
assigned to this special kind of work. Every teacher assigned to teach 
in this department of the evening school should be especially pre- 
pared, both by nature and training for the work. It surely is not the 


place for time-servers or place hunters. 


The fault of poor attendance on the part of the pupils may 
not rest wholly with the pupils. It may be due to the fact that the 
evening school does not always give the kind of instruction that is 
precisely adapted to the needs of the pupils. 

As a rule, the attendance is very fair until the approach of the 
Holiday season, when the requirements of business necessitate these 
youthful wage-earners to work in the evenings. Consequently, the 
attendance must suffer correspondingly. These Holiday absentees 
rarely ever return to complete the work of the term. 

“Another serious drawback to evening school attendance is due 
to the moving picture houses. The moving picture houses offer a 
greater attraction to the tired boy or girl than the school room, and 
it is but natural for these young toilers, who do not see the import- 
ance of an education, to go where they will get the greatest enjoy- 
ment with the least effort. To counteract these alluring attractions 
it seems to me that it would be worth the trial to introduce moving 
pictures upon educational and travel subjects into the night school, 
at least one evening each week. The experiment would at least be 
worth the trial and may be the means of keeping a large number of 
our boys in our night schools. 


The number enrolled in this school was 201. The cost of main- 
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taining the school, exclusive of heat and light, was $1,820.75; the 
per capita tax, based on the enrollment, was $9.05. 


FOREIGN BORN RESIDENT DEPARTMENT. 


Our department for Foreigners the past year has had 393 stu- 
dents, representing 18 nationalities, and 49 occupations. 

The classes for Foreign Born Resident students were well at- 
tended, and, moreover, the interest did not flag until the close of 
school. The members of this department are mostly adults who go 
to night school for a specific purpose, namely, to learn to speak and 
write our language and to get some insight into the government of 
our civil institutions. Foreigners are naturally anxious to learn our 
language so that they may communicate with those about them. Na- 
turally they eagerly follow the instruction, because they want to make 
immediate use of it. The course in the evening school for Foreigners 
is not the routine course of study prescribed for the ordinary night 
school. The State, in a large measure, determines the subjects to be 
taught. It is the purpose of the State to give the resident Foreigners 
a thorough training in all matters that will tend to enlightened citizen- 
ship. Consequently, in addition to reading, writing and elementary 
English, civil government, local, State, and National, are taught 
in all the classes. The State and Federal constitutions are freely 
and thoroughly discussed. The study of citizenship and local gov- 
ernment are of deep interest to the foreigners. 


Next year it is planned to extend the work still further, so as to 
provide instruction in matters relating to naturalization. Investiga- 
tions revealed the fact that there were dozens of Foreign Born Resi- 
dent pupils in the school who were not citizens of this country. The 
naturalization authorities will be asked to furnish application blanks, 
which will be distributed among the classes. These blanks will be 
made the topic for special instruction on naturalization. It is es- 
sential that all persons, who intend to become citizens, should have 
a good working knowledge of English and a history of our institu- 
tions and government. 


The cost of maintaing the evening school for Foreign Born Resi- 
dent pupils, exclusive of heat and light, was $2,438.24; the per 


capita tax, based on the enrollment, was $6.20.

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EVENING HIGH SCHOOL. 
The Evening High School was opened October 6, 1913, and 


continued for 64 nights. During the past year 515 students were en- 
rolled. Twenty-three of our girl students were transferred to the 
Industrial School. This makes the enrollment in our school prac- 
tically the same as last year.

The character of the work done in each department is de- 
serving of special mention. The exhibition of the students’ work, 
held at the close of the school called forth the highest praise of all 
who attended. The principal is entitled to a special word of com- 
mendation for the efficient manner in which he conducted the 
school. 3 | 

In my last report, | recommended the transfer of the millinery 
and dressmaking departments to the Industrial School. It was also 
suggested that the departments of mathematics, mechanical drawing 
and shop practice of the Industrial School be transferred ta. the 
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Evening High School. After a conference between the Board of 
Education and the Industrial Board, both of these suggestions were 
carried out with beneficial results in each school. By these arrange- 
ments each school will be limited to fixed lines of technical work—the 
girls being cared for by the Industrial School and the boys in our 
Evening High School. 


TECHNICAL WORK IN EVENING HIGH SCHOOL. 


The technical department of Our Evening High School was con- 
ducted along the same lines as the Day School, but with this difference 
—instead of doing work for the school, the night school boy insists on 
making things for himself, such as furniture and bric-a-brac in the 
wood shop; model engines, boat trimmings, rudders, parts of elec- 
trical devices, etc., in the machine shope; wrenches, chisels, punches, 
griddle lifters, etc., in the forge shop. 

As long as each project is one to bring out the individuality of 
the boy and is made under careful supervision of a shop instructor, 
the educational value is there and we have no cause to worry. And, 
after all, vital interest is what counts. We cannot get away from 
that fact. As a large percentage of our shop boys return year after 
year, we feel satisfied that they are getting about what they wish. 

“We are proud of our Evening Drawing Department—a well 
organized, practical course of three years is now in operation, and 
is meeting with splendid support. At the exhibition given in Feb- 
ruary, very favorable comment was heard on all sides. 

As previously stated, most excellent results have followed the 
practical division of Industrial Training for the boys and girls. The 
High School now devotes all its energies to the training of boys who 
work during the day. This division of responsibility brings about 
a saving in material and teachers’ hire, and at the same time gives 
opportunity of making each subject a three years’ course, with a 
teacher for each year of the course. The entire cost of the Even- 
ing High School, exclusive of heat and light, was $4,800.00; the 


per capita tax cost, based on the enrollment, was $9.32.

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WIDER USE OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Some progress for the wider use of school buildings for social 
purposes has been made. Up to the present time, the work has been 
mostly in charge of agencies outside of the regular educational man- 
agement. | 

The work of school extension, as it has developed in this city, ap- 


pears to have the following lines of growth: 


1. The lecture course in the High School auditorium for the 
benefit of the adults of the city. This course consisted of sixteen 
lectures, and were given on Tuesday evenings, during the winter 
months. They were deeply appreciated by the people, as evidenced 
by the large attendance at each lecture. These lectures were recrea- 
tional, that is, illustrated, and were highly educational in character. 
While great emphasis is laid upon the educational character of the 
entertainment, it should also be borne in mind that the weekly free 
lectures affect, in a large degree, the social side of our community. 
The public lectures have been aptly characterized as adult educa- 
tion. The public lecture system has been a pioneer in the spread of 
the idea that is now being universally recognized—the idea of the 
wider use of the school house, “‘which finds its expression in recrea- 
tion centers, vacation schools, etc.” 

‘The school house is to all Americans the People’s House, and 
occupies a place in the heart of the people similar to that which 
the stately cathedral inspires in the heart of the devout worshipper.’ 
As some one has said: ““The school house must crown the highest 
citadel of civic betterment, high above private greed and rancor. 
If new occasions teach new duties, public instruction, too, must as- 
sume new obligations at the present crisis.” 

In some school houses, political meetings have been held, and 
it is a matter of general comment that the whole tone of such meet- 
ings has been improved. I am looking forward to the time when 
the people will assert their rights and demand the privilege of hold- 


ing neighborhood meetings in. the school houses for the discus- 


» 
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sion of current quetsions of education, and health or of social or in- 
dustrial conditions affecting the lives of those who live near the 


school. 


2. SOCIAL CENTERS.—Under the auspices of the Social 
Center Committee, composed of prominent citizens and a repre- 
sentative of the Board of Education, a series of entertainments and 
dances were given in School No. 9. The enthusiasm increased with 
the dances. No young people under fourteen were allowed to at- 
tend. The audiences were composed of both adults. The responsi- 
bility of conducting these weekly affairs has fallen upon the shoul- 
ders of a few public spirited citizens. But now there is a call for 
recruits, for a larger co-operation. It is the plea for “‘co-operative 
fellowship and a social community life which shall tend to the demo- 
cratization and broadening of the life of all classes of our citizens.”’ 


The Board of Education has made a small appropriation for 
carrying on this phase of the work. 


3. FREE SUNDAY AFTERNOON CONCERTS.—tThe work 
of school extension has been carried forward by the establishing of 
free concerts given in the High School auditorium on Sunday after- 
noons. This work has been undertaken under the direction of the 
‘Board of Education. These concerts sprang at once into popular 
favor and are meeting a long felt want in providing entertainment 
of a‘high educational character. The concerts are of a very high 
order and make a strong appeal to the music loving people of this 
city. 

Opportunity is afforded in these concerts for altruistic efforts 
of a high order. The city contains so many men and women of 
talent, men and women of high musical ability, who should offer 
their services for the enlightenment and entertainment of their fel- 
low men. All of the talen so far have volunteered their services, but 
there should be hundreds of men and women in our city who should 
be willing to aid in the great welfare work conducted through this 
medium by offering to play or sing. More of our citizens should par- 


ticipate in this work. By this means they would gratify their own 
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desire for self-expression, as well as enrich the life of the city. Of 
the ennobling influence of music too much cannot be said. The ob- 
ject of these recitals is not alone to give pleasure to the auditors, 
but to set the example of the possibility of the deveolpment of 
choral singing and orchestral organizations in our city. If a group of 
men such as those who gave these concerts could be trained, why 
should there not be at least one Choral Society that would be will- 
ing to sing for the benefit of the public. And why not? This city 
with its ancestry of German, Italian and Irish—all lovers of song— 
why not have the men and women join together in forming a great 
Choral Society of a string orchestral organization for the public 


good? Is not that a part of adult education? 
4. PARENTS’ ASSOCIATIONS.—In a previous report | 


urged upon the principals the great advantage to be derived from 
the formation of parents’ associations, but regret to state that no 
formal steps have been taken. The formation of parents’ associa- 
tions, more or less formal in organization, by the principals and 
teachers of each school would, beyond question, tend to a closer 
union of school and homes, dissemination through conferences valu- 
able information for bettering the conditions of the children. 
Parents should be encouraged to visit the schools, not as cen- 
sors or critics, but in the spirit of helpfulness. In other cities, prin- 
cipals are encouraging parents to visit the schools. Far from being 
a primitive custom, school visiting by parents is up-to-date and 
recognized as such by principals generally. Parents ought to visit the 
schools not because they are sent for, but because they want to get 
into closer touch with those who hold in their hands the control of 
the future of their children and the shaping of their character. Only 
in this may can they learn of the aims of school and of the efforts 


the school is making to meet the big problems before it. 


PUBLIC LECTURES. 


Sixteen free public lectures were given in the auditorium of the 


High School. The attendance, composed entirely of adults, was an 
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increase over last year. The lectures were continued on the main 
lines that marked the courses of preceding years. 

In the selection of subjects, the Superintendent has endeavored 
to cover, as far as possible, the field of human thought that would 
be entertaining and at the same time instructive to the people. 

The purpose of the free public lectures is to give the results of 
research in the various field of activity, while at the same time, it 
gives the auditor a stimulus to reading and study. The stimulation 
of reading in connection with the lectures is a matter greatly to be 
desired. It has been truthfully stated that going to lectures alone 
will not educate a man, although it may start him on the road to 
education. There is no royal road to learning and reading in con- 
nection with the lectures is most desirable. The Free Public Li- 
brary should supplement the work of the lecture course. 

A course of lectures on municipal topics, given by city of- 
ficials; would prove highly valuable and interesting. There ought 
to be enough public spirited city officials who would be willing to ex- 
plain to the citizens what is being done in the various departments 
of the city government. The effect of such a course of lectures 
would be two-fold; it would inspire the official to a loftier sense 
of his personal responsibility, and, on the other hand, it would un- 
doubtedly awaken in the citizen a sense of his own civic duty. In 
- my judgment, such a course of lectures would be a splendid medium 
of creating a vital interest upon many subjects that affect the life of 
the neighborhood.

' THE COMPULSORY EDUCATION LAW. 
On April 13, 1913, a law went into effect which repealed the 


entire section of the New Jersey School Law relating to compulsory 
education. The new law took away from the local Boards of Educa- 
tion the power to exempt any child from day school attendance. The 
new law placed the responsibility of issuing age and schooling certi- 
ficates upon the Department of Superintendance. To enforce the 
attendance law, there are three attendance officers in the employ 
of the Board of Education. The attendance officers have been very 
faithful in the discharge of their duties. They have endeavored to 
secure the attendance at school of all boys and girls in the city of 
the compulsory education age, who have not finished the fifth year 
in school. It has become apparent, however, that the efforts of the 
attendance officers would be fruitless in a few instances unless the 
law is enforced by legal proceedings. It is the intent of the new 
law that every child should be given the rudiments of an elementary 
education and our attendance department has made every attempt 
to meet the obligations imposed upon it. The law may be said to 
work great good to the school and the child population of the State. 
While it is to be regretted that its enforcement, in some instances, 
causes some apparent injustice and creates some conditions that seem 
harsh, yet it should ever be kept in mind that no compulsory educa- 
tion law can ever be enacted whose enforcement will be satisfactory 
to all. On the whole, the work attempted in this department of the 


school was more than satisfactory and the results obtained are to be 
commended. 


Since the enactment of the new law 200 age and schooling 


certificates have been issued from this office and the labor laws have 
been strictly and faithfully enforced.

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MANUAL TRAINING DEPARTMENT. 


The Manual Training Department, with a few improvements, 
is the same this year as last. The need of building up and making 
the department more efficient was carefully considered, and, begin- 
ning with September, 1913, a two week schedule was put into ef- 
fect. This change has proven very effective, inasmuch as consider- 
able time is saved in going to and from the Manual Training Cen- 
ters, and, again, more and better results have been obtained in one 
two and one-half-hour session each week. 

Up to the present time conditions have not warranted in bring- 
ing our Departments of Manual Training and Drawing in the close 
relationship that should exist. Now we are considering ways and 
means of bringing this much needed and necessary development into 
working order—making each efficient and up to the recognized 
standard. 


VOCATIONAL GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT. 


During the past two or three years, it has been our aim and 
ambition to put before the people the need of Vocational Guidance 
for the boys and girls of our city, who desire, or are forced by cir- 
cumstances, to earn a livelihood in the trades. 

We have acknowledge for the past decade that something must 
be done for the above class of boys and girls, and now, we have 
reached a definite conclusion that the school must assume the responsi- 
bility. 

Hoboken has responded to the call with splendid enthusiasm. 
During the last year an experimental test has been made. A class 
of fifteen boys and twenty girls has made successful progress along 
the lines of vocational training. To be sure, the facilities at hand 
have not been such as to warrant the pronounced success met by like 
schools in cities where full working equipments have been installed. 

Our boys, in what is called the Pre-Vocational Class, have de- 
veloped far beyond our expectations. Their ability to use hand work- 


ing tools generally found in a woodworking shop has been marked, 
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and although they have not become carpenters or cabinet makers, 
they have started on the right road to learn by doing. We are un- 
able to enroll but a small percentage of applicants for Vocational 
work. The Board of Education has seen the need of a well equipped 
school for this kind of work, and are now working on a proposition 
to equip a building with woodworking, metal working, plumbing, 
tinsmithing, cement block, painting, electrical and drawing depart- 
ments. With this practical side of the boy’s training, he will, at the 
same time, carry on his academic work—reading, writing, spelling, 
language, arithmetic, etc., all to be based on his work in the shops. Do 
not lose sight of this phase of the work, for the boy will see the 
necessity of book study when he runs up against the fact that he 
needs a well grounded academic education to carry him along in his 
chosen vocation. 

‘Any boy is willing and anxious to learn, if you can show him, 
a concrete reason for so doing. We are speaking of the average 
American boy, not the derelict, the vicious, or the mentally deficient. 
A school of this kind intended for boys who will make good artisans; 
well developed boys, both mentally and physically. It is not the am- 
bition of the Vocational School to be a cure-all for deficients, but to 
be a medium of assistance to the bright, ambitious fellow who is 
deserving of training for life’s work. 

It goes without saying that the before mentioned school would 
aid the deficient boy and help him on, but the State Law for Vo- 
cational Assistance specifically states that such a school shall offer 
assistance to the WORKER and not the DRONE. Schools for de- 
ficients are being provided for, therefore let us keep well in mind 
the intent of schools for Vocational Guidance. It may be well to 
reiterate that our Pre-Vocational Department for Boys is not all what 
the State calls for, but is a start in the right direction. May the fall 
of 1914. see a well equipped school for Vocational Guidance for boys 
in our City. 

Considering the Girls Department for Vocational Guidance, we 


are more sure of ourselves and feel that we have one of the best 
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schools in the State. As previously mentioned, we have a member- 
ship of twenty girls, who are taking work in the following Depart- 
ments: Plain Sewing, Millinery, Home Economics, including, Pre- 
paration, Cooking and Serving of Food, Chamber Work, Laundering 
and General Housekeeping.

Some of the things actually done in this department: 


1. Selecting and buying of ail supplies used in the school; 
paying cash for each purchase; keeping an itemized ac- 


count of all transactions. 


2. Preparing, cooking and serving of luncheons to parties of 


25 to 30. 


3. Taking, filling and delivering orders for cooked stuffs. Since 


this feature has been in operation we find:— 


a. The Cooking Department, so far as materials for cook- 


ing are concerned, is SELF-SUPPORTING. 


b. More interest is manifested in cooking full-sized dishes 


than the cooking of small portions. 


c. A girl repeating a full recipe a number of times and then 
changing to another, even if she does not practice all 


recipes, will make an expert rather than a dabbler. 


4. Filling emergency calls for assistance in the homes, such as 
sweeping, cleaning, chamber, work and care of small chil- 


dren. 


5. Taking jobs in plain sewing. This Department is not as 
efficient as some of the others already mentioned, but it is 


now progressing nicely. 


The Vocational Guidance School gives one-half of each school 


day to academic instruction and the remainder to good honest PRAC- 


TICAL WORK.

Let us keep in mind that the most important factor of Vocational 
Guidance is to give the child a well-grounded foundation for some vo- 
cation, and prepare him to go out into the world with a splendidly 
equipped hand and mind. To do this, Vocational Training MUST 
NOT become SUBORDINATE OR INCIDENTAL to further liberal 
training. 

In connection with this work I would recommend that these pu- 
pils be permitted in company with their teachers to visit the various 
industrial establishments which will make them familiar with actual 
labor conditions. The observations made on these excursions may 
be made the subjects of discussion in the classroom and of written 
compositions. The teachers may supplement this work by talks on the 
various kinds of work the city offers, the qualifications necessary for 
each, and the opportunities afforded by them. In this way, the pu- 
pils are liable to be impressed with the importance of exercising the 
utmost care in the selection of their life work and which should be 


of incalculable value to them in getting the right start in life. 


A VOCATIONAL SCHOOL FOR HOBOKEN. 


If Hoboken is to maintain its high standard in preparing its 
young people for the various pursuits of life, a Vocational School is 
an absolute necessity. From the time when public schools were in- 
stituted, there has always been a serious gap in public education. Edu- 
cators and school boards everywhere are beginning to wake up to the 
fact. All our efforts in the past have been going one way, that is, we 
have labored zealously only for those pupils who have desired to 
follow the professions or callings which demand an academic training, 
but we have not given a thought for that great mass of students who 
intend or desire to enter the trade and the industries. These poor 
unfortunates, with a mechanical bent of mind, and with hardly any 
desire for “‘book learning,’ have been left to shift for themselves. 
Should our educational energies remain one-sided? 

But what shall we do for those who do not intend to enter the 


professions or who, from lack of capacity, or lack of interest in the 
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conventional studies soon drop out of school? Add to these that class 
of students whose financial condition will not permit them to spend 
eight years in elementary school. The community owes as much to 


them as it does to the more favored boy who intends to enter the 


high school. 


DROPPING OUT OF SCHOOL. 


In my report of last year | showed in tabulated form the grade 
enrollment of boys and girls in our day school with the following 
startling results. The primary department, including the kindergar- 
ten, showed an enrollment of 7,091; the grammar department showed 
an enrollment of 2,819. This makes a difference of 4,272 pupils. 
Why should there be a difference of over 4,000 pupils between the 
primary and grammar departments? What has become of these pu- 
pils? What have we given them of value for their life’s work? The 
following information is taken from the government report issued by 
Commissioner Claxton, and shows the conditions throughout the 
United States: 

Only 1.71 per cent. of our boys and girls ever enter college. 

Only 5.35 per cent. of our boys and girls ever enter high school. 

That leaves 92.93 per cent. of our boys and girls to be accounted 
for. Of this latter class, only 25 per cent. ever finish the elementary 
8th grade; only 50 per cent. ever finish the elementary 7th grade; 
only 25 per cent. finishing somewhere below the 7th grade.

THE SOLUTION. 


The question has been asked during the past ten years in every 
large community what may be done to retain these pupils in school? 
The development of vocational education has been the answer. 

In former years, the young man who wished to become an ar- 
tisan had the advantage of the apprentice system, but the apprentice 
system has entirely disappeared. Something must be done to supply 


the needs of the times, That duty is now imposed on the schools. 


THE NEED OF VOCATIONAL EDUCATION. 


Positively, the time is ripe for the schools to realize that they 
must awaken and do their duty toward imparting new energy to 
our nation’s many and varied activities. A greater desire must mani- 
fest itself in the study of progressive ideas to the business concerns of 
the country. The GO-AHEAD spirit must continue concerning all 
matters affecting the education of our Country's future manhood and 
womanhood. 

A real, live movement is now working overtime concerning it- 
self with the question of providing industrial pursuits and commerce 
with a specialized form of human product not before considered 
essential. Are we far amiss when we say that our schools can rea- 
sonably hope to manufacture the desired article without relinquish- 


ing in the least any of its ideals, so long held essential in the past? 
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The introduction of Household Arts and Manual Training sub- 
jects into our grammar schools, has undoubtedly gone far toward 
proving to the authorities the urgency of the need of courses of 
work MORE STRICTLY VOCATIONAL in intent. Manual train- 
ing has served a great purpose and still holds its high plane in the 
curriculum of subjects for general education. We may well remem- 
ber the German school motto—‘‘Train the eye and exercise the hand, 


that strong will be the will, and clear the understanding.”’ 


The most lamentable feature of to-day is the universal desire of 
the parents to remove their children at the earlist possible moment, 
thereby flooding the market with UNSKILLED juvenile LABOR. 
Nearly all of our boys and girl are imperfectly educated. All are 
molded in the same mold and none possess a training that fits for 
any particular vocation. Many of these children are compelled by 
force of circumstances to enter employment of a very low grade to 
span the unsettled age of fourteen to sixteen, for our laws will not 
allow entering skilled trades until the child shall have reached the 
age of sixteen years. In most cases, any habits of study acquired 
in the early school life, have deteriorated or disappeared altogether 
and we have the child at the age of sixteen, two years wasted, about 
to PREPARE FOR LIFE’S WORK. Think of the great handicap? 
Can we wonder at the many MISFITS—the unemployed and the 


street corner loafer? 


The boy and girl should be caught in the NET of some 
SKILLED TRADE as he or she leaves school; otherwise we may as 
well whistle as to try to catch them at all. Now, if we are to be 
honest with ourselves and the child, can we sidestep our responsi- 
bilities—can we get away from the fact that the SCHOOL must manu- 
facture the NET that catches the boy for the skilled industries? 


The lack of vocational guidance in our school curriculum must 
be remedied. The field is large and the work will be strenuous, 
but in the end will prove edifying if we may bring the child into his 


own. 
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There can be little need of telling what other cities have done 
and are doing. We can see the need... The State is providing sub- 
stantial aid, being willing to duplicate any city appropriation up to 
$10,000 per year, and from present indications, the United States 
Government will soon play an important part in the scheme of VO-

COURSE OF STUDY 


A new course of study designed to meet our needs more com- 
pletely has been prepared by the principals and superintendent. It 
was adopted by the Board of Education on April 20th, 1914. An 
exhaustive syllabus is also being prepared on each subjcet and when 
completed will be of great help to the teachers. The syllabi are being 
prepared on recognized psychological and pedagogical principles. 

Tt is very difficult to prepare a course of study that will meet 
with universal approval. Educational methods are always more or 
less in a state of transition, because educators and thinkers are ever 
striving for the best. In our earnest endeavors to make our school 
system second to none in the State we have not taken sides with the 
extremists, but are striving zealously to select the best and truest 
ideals to be found in both the old and the new education. 

There is complaint more or less general throughout the country 
that the courses of study now in vogue are crowded with too many 
subjects. It seems to me that this depends very largely upon the 
way these subjects are taught and the purpose for which they are 
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place din the cirruculum. If the arrangement and instruction are 
such that each one of these subjects is properly correlated with 
the other I do not believe that there is at present any danger of over- 
crowding. 

No sane person disputes the value of reading, writing and arith- 
metic. ‘ These subjects form the basis or foundation of any educa- 
tion. Any system that neglects this rudimentary education should 
be condemned. Parents have a right to demand accurate training 
in the common branches and | am of the opinion that reading, writing 
and arithmetic are better taught to-day than ever before. But a 
greater responsibility rests upon the public schools of America. Our 
school work should not be restricted merely to academic prepara- 
tion as a basis for earning a livelihood. Inasmuch as the boys of our 
schools are soon to take our places and exercise all the rights and 
privileges of freemen, it seems to me that one of the greatest responsi- 
bilities resting upon us as educators is the preparation of the rising 
generation for citizenship in a free republic. 

In view of the fact that a great majority of the boys and girls 
who enter school do not remain to complete the eighth grade work, 
it has been our constant aim to concentrate our efforts upon the 
fundamental and business processes of arithmetic, so that the pupils 
who drop out before graduation may have had the advantage of 
such training in the lower grades. 

In the preparation of the new course of study, the following 
aims were constantly kept in mind: 

(1) To teach the pupils to read with ease, to read intelligently 
and intelligibly; (2) to each the pupils to spell correctly the words 
that are in common use; (3) to teach the pupils to write with facility 
a good, plain, legible hand; (4) to teach the pupils to handle arith- 
metical operations with rapidity and accuracy; (5) to teach pupils 
to express clearly and truthfully their thoughts, whether it be by con- 
struction, by representation or by language; (6) to teach the pupils 
to carry clear mental pictures of the earth on which they live as re- 


vealed by such studies as geography and nature study; (7) to teach 
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them to know and appreciate the thoughts and deeds of the leaders 
of civilization as revealed through the. study of history, biography 
and literature; (8) to teach them to have a fair idea of our institu- 
tions and how we should be governed; (9) to teach them to acquire 
some skill in some form of handicraft for the boys and practical 
housewifery for the girls. 

This is precisely what the public school system of the City of 
Hoboken aims to do—to give the pupils of our schools an education 
that will be practical, thorough and of the best quality. The essen- 
tials of useful knowledge, of good character, of patriotic citizenship, 
are all to be united in school instruction. The short time which most 
pupils can remain in school, the knowledge which they must have 
in order to make good, self-supporting citizens and helpful members 


of society, must be considered in making a course of study. 


CORNERSTONE LAYING OF SCHOOL NO. 1. 


The cornerstone of the new School No. | was laid before a 
large audience on Wednesday afternoon, December 31, 1913. 

Commissioner Richard Mooney, Chairman of the Commtitee 
on School No. |, presided and made a brief address, in which he 
spoke of the many difficulties which had confronted the Board of 
Education in their efforts to erect the new building. Mayor Martin 
Cooke placed the huge garnite block in place with the ease and skill 
of an artisan. Congressman John J. Eagan delivered the dedicatory 
address, in which he spoke in a very forceful manner on the advan- 
tages of an education. Hon. George Lankering, in a short address, 
outlined the history of the new school building and pointed out the 
many legal complications that delayed the erection of the building. 


MENTALLY DEFICIENT CLASSES. 
The problem of the dull and backward child in the public 
school is now recognized as one that cannot be neglected. The 
State of New Jersey requires that a school department discover all 


those children that are three years or more backward and establish 
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special classes when there are as many as ten such children. Careful 
study has revealed the fact that there are now 62 children in this 
city belonging to this group. These children have been organized 
into four classes and placed in Schools Nos. 4, 7, 8 and 9. 

Since the discovery and application of the Binet tests for meas- 
uring intelligence, it is possible to determine very closely the chil- 
dren who are thus mentally retarded. They can be selected with 
little fear of error. 

The mentally deficient child has ever been a ‘‘stumbling 
block’’ to the progress of regular class work. This “exceptional 
child’’ has as last become the object of vital interest. He is thor- 
oughly and scientifically studied and all facts relating to his mental 
and physical conditions are collected. The reason why these 
children have failed in the regular class work is due to the fact that 
we have tried to make them do ‘“‘things’’ unsuited to their mental 
capacity. Now the order is reversed and we aim to present work 
that the mental deficient child loves to do and it remains to be said 
that he does it well and is happy in doing it. Progress in these classes 
will of necessity be slow along some lines. It takes time for the 
pupils to accustom themselves to new conditions. The feeble mind 
requires a longer time and more powerful supports than the normal 
child. But in the end the pupils gain materially, for they begin to 
feel the spur of being able to accomplish something for themselves. 
These children do their best only when placed among those whose 
mental condition is nearest their own. 

These pupils are classified, according to the Binet test, as 
Morons, Imbeciles and Idiots. The family history of these children 
is traced back as far as possible and the different diseases incident 
to childhood are noted. A fair idea of the cause is thus determined 
and his aptitudes are next given consideration. The Moron class 
being dexterous with their fingers, take intense delight in basketry, 
carpenter work, sewing, painting and modeling. They take delight 
in showing the pleasure that they get out of their work. The 
Imbecile, hitherto regarded as a “‘clod,’’ but with the preservation 
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instinct, is gradually led out of cloud land through play and singing. 
His instinct being once aroused, he takes hold of the materials and 
after a while tries to imitate something he thinks he can do and 
often with success. Gradually through weaving, winding wool, 
sense training and the allied arts, he is lead to attempt greater things. 
The pitiful idiot, to train the speechless tongue, to exercise the ap- 
parently lifeless limb, and to bend the outstretched fingers so that 
they will eventually catch and grasp the bean bag is truly patient 
working. The tiniest gleam of interest or intelligence is here taken 
to advantage. The aim of the classes is to train the latent possi- 
bilities of mind and body; to create and stimulate interest; to give 
the child something to do that he loves to do; and, finally, never 
to discourage but always to encourage. The ultimate results, both 
to the child and to the community, are that these poor unfortunate 
children will be saved from a life of dependency and crime, made 
reasonably happy, and a little useful although they may never be 


made normal.

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SURVEY OF MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 


A survey of the medical department was made in December, 
1913, under the direction of the Robert L. Stevens Fund for Muni- 
cipal Research. 

The report of the Robert L. Stevens Fund on Medical Inspec- 
tion in Hoboken is the result of a careful first-hand study of all the 
various phases of medical inspection. The study was made with 
the consent and co-operation of the Board of Education in the 
hope that the report might offer some suggestions not only for fur- 
ther improving Hoboken’s medical inspection service, but for the 
guidance of other cities in carrying on similar work. 

It is indeed gratifying to note that the investigation disclosed 
that Hoboken’s system of medical inspection is worthy of much 
commendation and that in many respects Hoboken is in the fore- 
front of American cities in the protection of the health of school 
children. The recommendations which have been made have been 
carefully considered and it is believed that if carried out, better 
service will result. Many of the recommendations made have been 
under consideration for some time by the Board of Education and 
some have already been put into effect. The Board of Education 
and the Superintendent have at all times been desirous of giving 
Hoboken the best for her school children and any suggestions which 
will’‘aid them in doing so are heartily welcomed. The success 
which has so far been achieved in medical inspection may justly be 
attributed to the stanch support given the Superintendent by the 
Board of Education and to the unfailing loyalty and the conscientious 


services of physicians, dentist and nurse. 


SUMMARY OF COMMENDABLE FEATURES AS SHOWN 
BY THE SURVEY. 


1. The number of medical inspectors is adequate and the 
physicians, dentist and nurse are well trained and competent. 
2. Daily morning inspections at all schools is an important 


factor in the prevention of transmissible diseases. 
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3. Each child receives at least one physical examination a 
year. 

4. No children are re-admitted to school following contagious 
disease without examination by the school physician. 

5. A well equipped medical clinic which is open three days 
each week is an advance step in school health administration and 
results in the treatment of many ailments which would otherwise 
be neglected. 

6. The dental clinic is well equipped and well conducted and 
has been of great benefit in improving school health. 

7. The equipment for examination and first aid treatment in 
each school is excellent. | 

8. Perscriptions for the treatment of minor ailments are fur- 
nished free and in some instances medicines are supplied to needy 
children. 

9. Physical examinations are given teachers following each 
leave of absence. 

10. Physicians have been trained to apply the Binet test 
for mental defectives and this test is given to children who may be 
referred to the school physican by the teacher. 

11. Employment certificates are issued by school physicians 
to those pupils only who are physically able to be employed, and 


in accordance with the State law. 


SUMMARY OF PRINCIPAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1. Future appointments of physicians and nurses to be made 
on the basis of open competitve civil service examination. 

2. Daily record of time given and service performed by 
medical inspectors and nurses. 

3. Provision of private examining rooms in the various school 
buildings for the exclusive use of physicians and nurses when ex- 


amining pupils. 
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4. The requirement of two negative throat cultures taken 
24 hours apart for re-admission of pupils following diphtheria. 

5. More vigorous follow-up cases requiring medical atten- 
tion. 

6. The employment of an additional nurse for “‘follow-up” 
home visiting. 

7. Employment of an oculist at least one day each week to 
make the more detailed examinations of cases of defective vision 
and to furnish prescriptions for glasses. 

9. The use of school nurses at least one month during the 
summer in the campaign for the reduction of infant mortality and 
other health activities. 

9. The appointment of school nurses as sanitary inspectors 
to report to the health department sanitary violations which they 
may observe. 

10. Physical examination of all teachers at least once a year. 

11. More frequent health conferences between physicians and 
nurses and school teachers; the preparation of a schedule of lectures 
by physicians to teachers on health and hygiene. 

12. Improved records of school health by the use of an in- 
dividual record for each child. This record should contain all the 
information available regarding medical inspection, physical ex-i 
aminations, nurses, follow-up visits, climic treatment or other treat- 
ment received by the child. 

13. Improved records of service rendered by the medical 
and dental clinic with a special record of all operations performed 
with or without anaesthesia. 

14. The standardization of record and report forms so as 


to facilitate reviewing, filing, tabulating, etc. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 
Medical inspection was first instituted in the public schools 
of Boston in 1894 as a resutl of a series of epidemics. It is now 


made compulsory in every school district in the State of New Jersey. 
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In many school districts, medical inspection is solely confined to the 
detection of contagious diseases and has for its aim the protection 
of the community. If for no other reason than to safeguard the 
health of the community, medical inspection fully justifies the ex- 
penditures involved. It has been repeatedly shown, in a most | 
conclusive manner, that our schools are too often a potent means 
of disseminating diseases throughout the community. Medical in- 
spection greatly reduces the danger from these sources. Since the 
introduction of medical inspection in the Hoboken schools thet 
number of cases of measles, diphtheria and scarlet fever shows a 
marked decrease. 

Our medical inspection does not stop with an inspection for 
the prevention of contagious diseases, but provides for a complete 
physical examination of all children in the beginning of each school 
year by the four medical inspectors. Our system aims to protect 
and to promote the physical soundness and health of the children. 
Children with the physical defects are surely handicapped; their 
health is not only affected, but they are prevented from doing ef- 
ficient work in school and necessarily become a drag upon the class. 
Many of these physical defects are remedied in our free medical 
clinic. All minor operations are performed three times a week 
during the school term. Statistics show that 14.4 per cent. of school 
children are affected with adenoids and 23.3 per cent. are affected 
with enlarged tonsils. 

Moreover our medical department cares for all children 
afflicted with defective teeth. A regular dentist employed by the 
Board of Education is on duty in the dental clinic every school day. 
But few people realize the effect of defective teeth on the happiness, 
health and school progress of the child. 

Large numbers of children are seriously handicapped in their 
school work through defective eyesight. An eye specialist should 
be added to the staff of inspectors and thereby strengthen the only 
weak spot in this department. The question of supplying eyeglasses 


to needy children at the expense of the Board of Education is a 
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question that should be seriously considered in the near future. It 
is one thing to point out that a child needs eyeglasses to correct de- 
fective vision, but it is an entirely different proposition to ask some 
parents, who need all the money they can make to feed hungry 
mouths, to buy eyeglasses for their children. 


FREE MEDICAL CLINIC. 


The free school clinic continues to fill a long felt want. It is 
open three afternoons each week while the school is in session. It 
is well equipped for performing all minor operations. The 
four school physicians and the nurse are in attendance. Its work 
has been of the highest quality, for it has the constant supervision 
of some of the ablest physicians of the city. The amount of good 
accomplished is incalculable. There is a noteworthy increase of 
those pupils who need remedial care. No pupils are sent to this 
clinic whose parents are able to pay for operations. It reaches 
people who would not otherwise be treated and so it does not work 
a hardship on the medical profession in depriving them of their 


regular patients. 


There have been 34 operations performed for adenoids, 


enlarged tonsils, etc.

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DENTAL CLINIC. 


A free dental clinic under the direction of the Board of Educa- 
tion was established three and one-half years ago. This kind of 
work is reducing medical inspection to a practical basis and the 
results obtained justify the expenditures involved. Few parents 
realize the importance of properly caring for the teeth. Good 
teeth and a clean mouth are also essential to the success of the wage- 
earner. The president of a large steel company recently made the 
statement that under no circumstances would be employ a young 
man with diseased teeth. Unclean and decaying teeth seriously 
affect the health of the worker, for they serve as breeding places for 
all kinds of bacteria that become mixed up with the food and finally 
reach the stomach and intestines where they cause fermentation and 
lead to bodily weakness if not to actual disease. When we stop to 
consider that good health demands good digestion and that good 
digestion demands, above all things, good mastication, we dare not 
underrate the importance of dental inspection and repairs to the 
teeth. 

Our dental clinic relieves the parents of all financial obligations 
as all children of the public schools, who desire, have the privilege 
of availing themselves of the services of the school dentist. 


A tabulated form, showing the work of the dentist, follows: 
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THE SCHOOL NURSE. 


The school nurse is a valuable adjunct to the department of 
medical inspection. Her services are becoming more valuable each 
year. The school nurse is in reality the connecting link between 
the schools and the homes. Her daily visits to the homes of the 
poor have been most helpful. The nurse follows up the work of 
the medical inspectors by calling upon the parents. It is one thing 
to give advice, but it is an entirely different proposition to follow it. 
If she finds that the parents have not followed the advice of the 
inspectors she urges that the children be taken to the family physician, 
or if the parents are too poor to consult a physician she urges them 
to send them to the free school clinic where they receive the best 
of care, free of charge. In all cases where the nurse is in doubt that 
her advice will not be followed she makes a second or third visit. 
The nurse never insists upon operations. She merely points out the 
necessity and the good to be obtained therefrom and as a result 
her suggestions are always met with favor. All cases are followed 
up until the nurse obtains some definite answer from the parents 
which she records for future use. 


The nurse also renders valuable assistance in all cases of ex- 
clusion from school for contagious diseases. If the child fails to 
return promptly to school at the period of exclusion she invariably 
calls at the home and makes inquiry into the cause of the child’s 
non-appearance. These visits result in a prompt return to school 
and materially affects the general school attendance. 


The nurse is also of invaluable assistance to the dentist. She 
rounds up all pupils who need the services of the dentist; sees that 
they report at the dental office on time and keeps complete records 
of all dental work performed. 

The nurse is an important factor in the free medical clinic 
where she renders assistance to the inspectors. Wherever cases are 
found where the parents claim they cannot afford operations they 
are referred to the nurse who makes the necessary inquiry and if 
she finds them deserving they are sent to the school medical clinic. 
All patients after the operations are performed are turned over to 
the nurse who follows up each case until the period of danger is 
over. 

Each morning when the school is in session she calls at the 
office of the Superintendent for instructions. The principals of the 
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schools report by telephone all cases that have been excluded for 
that day by the medical inspectors. She then visits their homes and 
is able to give much help and valuable suggestions to parents to 
aid them in the care of their children. The school nurse is indeed 
a very busy person. Without the aid of her help to follow all cases 
medical inspection, in a large measure, would be a failure.
